WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
of the four senators who cast 
crucial votes in the Senate's re­ 
jection of a move to block ABM 
expansion say they’re still op­ 
posed to extending the system 
—but on their own terms. 
If Sens. Marlow Cook, R-Ky., 
and Thomas J. McIntyre, D- 
N.H., stick by their position, it 
means another cliffhanger vote 
when the Senate considers an­ 
other move to limit expansion of 
the Safeguard missile defense 
system. 
Cook, McIntyre, Howard W. 
Cannon, D-Nev., and James B. 
Pearson, R-Kan.. joined the 
ranks 
of 
ABM 
supporters 
Wednesday as the Senate de­ 
feated, 52-47, an amendment to 
limit the system to the two au­ 
thorized sites. 
A year ago, when the Senate 
approved deployment by 50-50, 
all four men voted against it. 
Cannon and Pearson indicated 
they’ve switched for good. Cook 
and McIntyre said they will vote 
for an amendment by Sen. Kd- 
ward Brooke, R-Mass., to pour 
more money into developing the 
present two sites while limiting 
further geographic expansion. 
There was one other switch 
from last year’s vote. Sen. John 
O. Pastore, D-R.l., who voted 
for original deployment, said he 
is against expanding the system 
because the first two sites have 
not been completed yet. 
Cook said the amendment 
sponsored by Sens. John Sher­ 
man Cooper, R-Ky., and Philip 
Hart. D-Mich., failed to provide 
funds for developing what he 
called the faulty radar system 
of ABM ’s first stage. 
McIntyre’s reasoning followed 
the line of ABM supporters that 
the system will give U.S. nego­ 
tiators bargaining leverage at 
the strategic arms limitation 
talks in Vienna. 
Pearson said his original ob­ 
jection to ABM —that it would 
hurt an arms limitation agree­ 
ment— ‘has not proved to be 
sound." 
An aide to Cannon said the 
senator simply dei'ided to go 
along with tt^ additional two 
sites in lirw with the recommen­ 
dation of the Armed Services 
Committee, of which he is a 
member 


Suggests An 
Alternative 
Gas Scheme 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
A fed­ 
eral judge was told Thursday 
there are other and better ways 
of getting rid of Army nerve gas 
than sinking it in the Atlantic 
Ocean in an old ship 
One suggestion of attorney 
Lola Lee was putting the gas 
filled caskets in a surplus mis­ 
sile pit. filling the pit with a 
strong alkaline chemical and 
then sealing it to let the chemi­ 
cal detoxify the gas 
Miss Lee appeared before 
U.S. District Judge June L. 
Green on behalf of the Environ­ 
mental Defense Fund seeking 
an order to stop the Army from 
disposing of the gas in the ocean 
off Florida 
Gov. Claude Kirk of Florida 
has joined the fund in the court 
action 
The gas now i.s at Sunny 
Point, N C . being loaded onto a 
surplus Liberty ship 
Miss Lee said the Army had 
given inadequate notice of what 
it proposed to do with the gas. 


She argued that the Army was 
acting on a "false assumption" 
in presuming that ship scuttled 
in 16,000 feet of water won’t 
break up before it reaches the 
ocean bottom. 


The attorney noted Army ex­ 
planations that the slow settling 
of the old vessel would be fol­ 
lowed by a very gradual break 
up. due to ocean pressure, and 
result in very slow leakage of 
the gas from the cement carets 
in which they are imbedded 


who masterminded the defeat of 
a bid to carve $322 million and 
two ABM sites from the pro­ 
gram, said they have the votes 
to withstand any challenge. 
The third effort will come on 
an amendment by Sen. Edward 
Brooke, R-Mass., to block con­ 
struction of two additional ABM 
sites.

The Senate rejected Wednes­ 
day by a 62-32 margin a bid by 
Sen. Harold Hughes, D-lowa, to 
kill all Safeguard expansion 
funds except those for research 
and development. 
Then, by a far-slimmer 52-47 
margin, it ended a drive to cut

Senate approval Wednesday 
to the Safeguard anti-ballistic

Whiteman Air Force Base the 
center of a 365-acre site for a 
missile radar installation which 
would be backed up by Sprint

Also included are two remote 
launch sites, situated about 25 
miles away from the base. 
These would also have Sprint 
and Spartan missiles to back up 
existing Minuteman .systems.

The Israeli state radio had re­ 
ported earlier that Egypt had 
moved several SAM antiaircraft 
missiles batteries to within 12 
and 18 miles of the canal.

tions were part of a GOP politi­ 
cal strategy designed to put the 
blame for inflation on Congress. 
Herbert G. Klein, director of 
communications for the admin­ 
istration, said the move was vi­ 
tal for the sake of the economy 
—and will win voter support. 
"Politically, the public will 
support the President when the 
public is so very conscious of in­ 
creased prices. ” Klein said aft­ 
er a political strategy session 
with 15 GOP governors and five 
state house candidates. 
He said that will be true even 
if 
the 
Democratic-controUed 
Congress musters the votes to 


override Nixon on either or both 
of the vetoes. 
At the windup business ses­ 
sion of their 62nd national 
conference Wednesday, the na­ 
tion's governors got word that 
one of their faworite financial 
proposals, for a state share of 
federal revenues, may receive 
at least preliminary considera­ 
tion in Congress.

SAIGON (AP) — Heavy fight- 
mg in which more than 3(X) 
North Vietnamese were report­ 
ed killed indicated today that 
the enemy is trying to launch an 
offensive against the pacifica­ 
tion program in the populous 
lowlands of South Vietnam’s two 
northernmost provinces. 
One battle still raged at dusk 
with North Vietnamese troops 
holed up in villages along the 
French Indochina war’s "Street 
without Joy. " 
Field reports said 17 South 
Vietnamese troops had been 
killed and 4 4 
wounded. Among 
the dead was Maj. Nguyen Van 
Van. commander of Fire Base 
O’Reilly, killed in a mortar at­ 
tack 
American planes and helicop­ 
ter gunships flew some of the 
heaviest strikes of the war 
At stake is the pacification op­ 
eration which over the past year 
has brought security to the vil­ 
lages in the lowlands of Quang 
Tn and Thua Thien provinces. 
Some of the villages were re­ 
ported damaged, and hundreds 
of refugees fled as fighting 
broke out There was no esti­ 
mate of civilian casualties 
The heaviest fighting broke 
out in a string of villages along 
the coastal strip French soldiers 
named "the Street without Joy” 
in the early 1950s because of 
their losses there 
Intelligence offK*ers said near­ 
ly two battalions of about 700 
North 
Vietnanwse 
filtered 
through allied defensive lines in 
the foothills to the west and 
reassembled after they reached 
the coastal region at points

things we hav e in America. ” 
Some of the 46 gov ernors who 
tocrfc part in the three-day 
conference at this lu sh ru ral 
Missou ri reswt agree with Sha­ 
fer that the gov ernors hav e the 
potential to be a major national 
political force.

One observ er, attending the 
conference for the first time, 
was stru ck by the contrast be­ 
tween the meeting of state ex ec­ 
u tiv es and gatherings of con­ 
gressmen or senators. 
Legislators mix easily , wheth­ 
er from the Sou th or North, Re­ 
pu blicans or Democrats. What­ 
ev er their partisan differences, 
they q u ickly learn to work to­ 
gether 
Each 
gov ernor, 
howev er, 
comes su rrou nded by an entou ­ 
rage of aides, family and hang­ 
ers on. 


“Getting things done in Con­ 
gress is a scratch - my - back - 
and - I’ll - scratch - y ou rs proc­ 
ess,’’ said one gov ernor with 
congressional 
e x p e r i e n c e . 
“Here, I can’t do any thing for 
any one else” 
After the bu siness sessions, 
with a few ex ceptions, the gov ­ 
ernors retreated into their own 
family and official circles. 
Still, v irtu ally all consider the 
conference v alu able. 
It giv es the gov ernors, u su ally 
hard-pressed financially and be^ 
set by balking legislatu res, a 
chance to commiserate with 
their fellow ex ecu tiv es while 
picking u p a few tips on how 
other states hav e handled simi­ 
lar problems. They also get a 
chance to compare political 
notes. 
It also is a breeding grou nd 
for gov ernmental ideas. Rev e­ 
nu e sharing, althou gh still far 
from a reality , has receiv ed its 
major impetu s at these ses­ 
sions. And the concept of'a u ni­ 
fied transportation fu nd, with 
each state deciding its own 
priorities, receiv ed a major 
boost here this y ear

in Washington said the Ameri­ 
can government had received 
the report from Israeli sources 
and was investigating it.

suggested movement of the mis­ 
siles closer to the canal might 
have taken place several hours 
before the cease-fire went into 
effect and were not noted by Is­ 
raeli reconnaissance until later. 
Israel and Egypt meanwhile 
accused e^h other of a minor 
cease-fire violation. 
The Israeli command said the 
Egyptians fired a few rifle bul­ 
lets at an Israeli patrol along 
the canal Wednesday. A spokes­ 
man said no Israeli was wound­ 
ed, and the fire was not re­ 
turned. 
An Egyptian spokesman in 
Cairo said the Israelis broke the 
cease-fire Sunday by firing a 
few shots at a soldier standing 
guard on the canal. He said the 
soldier was not hurt. An Israeli 
spokesman denied the accusa­ 
tion. saying, "We haven’t shot 
even one bullet on the canal 
since the cease-fire.’’ 
An Israeli Foreign Ministry 
spokesman scored the Greek 
government for releasing seven 
Palestinian commandos from 
jail in exchange for 53 passen­ 
gers aboard a hijacked Greek 
airliner last month. 
The seven terrorists were 
flown to Cairo early today on a 
plane chartered by the Interna­ 
tional Red Cross. The Greek 
government said an Arab diplo­ 
mat in Athens had assured that 
"Greek soil and Greek interests 
in general will never in the fu­ 
ture be used for illegal actions 
by Arab commandos ' Neither 
the diplomat nor his country 
was named 
"It’s blackmail, ” said an Is­ 
raeli spokesman. He repeated 
his government’s stand that the 
deal to release the seven was 
made "under duress,’’ and that 
the Greeks were not “ morally 
bound’’ to carry it out 
The seven included two men 
convicted of machme gunning 
an Israeli airliner and killing 
one of Its passengers at the Ath­ 
ens airport, two convicted of a 
hand grenade attack on an El Al 
office, resulting in the death of 
a Greek boy, and two men and a 
woman arrested as they pre­ 
pared to hijack a Trans World 
Airlines plane 
The Greek government said a 
"pardon decree’’ was issued to

Catholics 
In Battle 
With Troops 


LONDONDERRY, Northern 
Ireland (AP) — Roman Catho­ 
lics in Londonderry battled 
British troops for four hours 
early today, but the troops and 
barricades of barbed wire pre­ 
vented a repetition of last year's 
bloody Aug. 12 religious war­ 
fare. 
The rioting in Londonderry’s 
Bogside district erupted just be­ 
fore midnight, after a day of 
Protestant parades in other 
parts of the city celebrating a 
17th century Protestant victory 
over the Catholics. 
Militant Catholics who had 
been penned in the Bogside aU 
day opened up on the soldiers 
just before midnight with bar­ 
rages of rocks, bottles and gaso­ 
line bombs. 
Crouching behind riot shields, 
the troops fired about 50 rounds 
of their latest antiriot weapon— 
six-inch rubber bullets intended 
to cripple the legs. They scat­ 
tered the rioters for only a brief 
time. The rioters regrouped for 
another round, and the soldiers 
responded with volleys of tear 
gas, filling the winding streets 
with clouds of choking smoke. 
Three soldiers and one civil­ 
ian were reported injured.

wounded. 
This year, double barricades 
of barbed wire and thousands of 
troops and police kept the Cath­ 
olics away from the parading 
Protestants. Although the gov­ 
ernment had banned the pa­ 
rade, the security forces did not 
try to stop the marchers be­ 
cause there was no confronta­ 
tion between the two religious 
factions 
Sir Arthur Young, Northern 
Ireland’s chief of police, said it 
was the attorney general’s re­ 
sponsibility to “ decide what is a 
procession.” He said the names 
of some of the marchers had 
been recorded, and the attorney 
general would decide whether 
they should be prosecuted. 
Only two brief incidents were 
reported. 
One casualty of the day was a 
visitor from the Irish Republic, 
Conor Cruise O’Brien, the ex­ 
pert on Africa and the United 
Nations, critic of U.S. foreign 
policy and member of the Irish 
Parliament. Gangs of Protes­ 
tants set on him twice and beat 
him up. He said he got “ a few 
busted ribs,” and the police 
gave him a protective guard. 
In London, Scotland Yard re­ 
fused to comment on newspaper 
reports that sabotage experts of 
the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army plan to blow up seven 
military bases in Englai^. 
The reports said an IRA team 
would attempt to block delivery 
of arms and ammunition to 
British troops in Northern Ire­ 
land, and thieir chief target was 
the factory in Surrey that 
makes the CS nausea gas the 
troops are using in Northern 
Ireland.

Little action was reported 
elsewhere in South Vietnam or 
in Cambodia, but four U.S. Ma­ 
rines were killed and 18 wound­ 
ed when they triggered a 
155mm artillery shell captured 
by the Viet Cong and rigged as 
a booby trap 19 miles southwest 
of Da Nang. 
In Phnom Penh, thousands 
more Vietnamese were loaded 
aboard South Vietnamese ships 
to be deported to Vietnam. Al­ 
though most of them were bom 
in Cambodia, the Cambodian 
government is expelling them 
on the ground that they may be 
subversives. 
One of the ships sent to take 
refugees brought several hun­ 
dred Cambodian troops, the 
first to finish a five-week train­ 
ing course in South Vietnam.

nounced that 85 Americans were 
killed in action in Vietnam last 
week, a slight increase over the 
78 killed the week before, and 
760 Americans were wounded. 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were 376 killed and 1,011 wound­ 
ed, while the allied commands 
reported 1,501 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese lulled. 


Total reported casualties for 
the war are 43,297 Americans 
killed and 286,243 wounded since 
Jan. 1,1961; 111,880 South Viet­ 
namese troops killed and 236,269 
wounded since Jan. 1, 1960 and 
663,235 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong killed since Jan. 1, 
1961. 


Hearings 
To Include 
St. Louis 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Labor Department said Wednes­ 
day it has scheduled public 
hearings in Los Angeles and St. 
Louis to gather information on 
employment of Negroes and oth­ 
er minority groups in federal 
construction contracts. 


Director John L. Wilks of the 
department’s Office of Federal 
Contract Compliance said the 
department is actively encour­ 
aging local contractors, unions 
and other organizations to de- 
veli^ 
voluntary, 
area - wide 
agreements for achieving job 
equality in construction work. 
“ The St. 1.4>uis hearings will 
deal with 11 trades for which 
area contractors and unions 
have not arrived at voluntary 
agreements. These trades are 
asbestos 
workers, 
electrical 
workers, elevator constructors, 
pipe fitters, plumbers and teraz- 
zo workers. ” the department 
said. 


“ In both hearings, the Depart­ 
ment of Labor is particularly in­ 
terested in turning up informa­ 
tion of these points: the current 
extent of minority group partici­ 
pation in each construction 
trade; present employe recruit­ 
ment methods, including union

Postal 
Reform 
Signed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
a stroke of the President's pen 
and a splash of blue paint, the 
government has junked a couple 
of postal traditions dating back 
to Benjamin Franklin, father of 
the U.S. mails 
First, there was President 
Nixon Wednesday, beaming as 
he signed the post office reform 
bill into law. 
Among 
other 
things, 
the 
measure buries the practice of 
patronage appointments—which 
all started, some say, when 
Franklin named his wile's rela­ 
tives to be postmasters. 
Then, amid more handshaking 
and approving smiles. Postmas­ 
ter General Winton Blount un­ 
furled a new seal, a dark blue, 
modem-art rendition of a bald 
eagle, to replace the horseback 
rider who symbolized the serv­ 
ice since 1837. 
Contrary to a misconception 
that he bielonged to the Pony 
Express, the rider on the old 
seal was based on a crude wood- 
cut made by Franklin, said 
Blount. 
The streamlined new emblem 
has the nearly-extinct national 
bird poised for flight on a white 
field, above bold red and blue 
bars framing the words “ U.S. 
M ail." 
The seal, like the old one, will 
be worn by all postal employes 
—who will get completely new 
uniforms within two years that 
will be adorned by flag-blue 
braids and ties. The maroon 
decorations now worn will be 
gone. 
Blount also noted that mail 
boxes around the nation are 
being painted all dark blue, 
rather than red, white and blue, 
as an economy measure

AEC Member Requests 
Power Plant Checkups 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N Y. 
(AP) — A member of the U.S. 
Atomic 
Energy Commission 
called today for a “ priority ef­ 
fort” to learn more about the ef­ 
fects of nuclear and fossil fuel 
power plants on the environ­ 
ment. 
Commissioner James T. Ra­ 
mey told a joint U.N.-U.S. sym­ 
posium that ways must be found 
to minimize any significant ad­ 
verse effects. 
The symposium also received 
a study of nuclear plants in the 
United States and of the effects 
of pouring heated water into the 
environment which concluded 
that the information necessary 
to effectively evaluate plant lo­ 
cations is “ lacking or inadequ­ 
ate.” 
The symposium on environ­ 
mental aspects of nuclear power 
plants is being held at U.N. 
headquarters by the Interna- 


tional Atomic Energy Agency 
and the AEC. 
“ We know,' 
Ramey said, 
“ that steam electric power 
plants, whether fossil or nuclear 
fueled, are the most effective 
means for producing electricity, 
especially in the large blocks 
that are needed in industrialized 
nations. 
“ But as efficient as these 
plants are. they all do have 
some impact on the environ­ 
ment. We must gain a better un­ 
derstanding of the environmen­ 
tal effects peculiar to each type 
of steam electric plant and de­ 
vise means to minimize any by­ 
products of energy production 
which could have significant ad­ 
verse effects on our environ­ 
ment. This must be our priority 
effort. 
Ramey said such methods as 
regional planning for locating 
plant sites and early public 
hearings can help reach a bal- 


Hearnes Promises 
To Submerge View 


LAKE OF THE OZARKS, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Missouri 
Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes took over 
the reins of the National Gov­ 
ernors Conference Wednesday, 
pledging to carry out the wish­ 
es of the conference and to sub­ 
merge his own heretofore “ mi­ 
nority” opinions.

His election as chairman was 
a formality, since his nomina­ 
tion Tuesday by the Democrat­ 
ic caucus was tantamount to 
election.

Hearnes said, “ that in my six 
(governors) conferences I’ve 
been in a minority many times.

Hearnes' first official duty 
was to gather with the nine- 
member executive committee 
and appoint two subcommittees 
to work on federal revenue- 
sharing and the highway trust 
fund—two subjects which pro­ 
duced the most sparks at this 
conference. 
Hearnes said he considered it 
a mandate of the conference to 
aggressively pursue these two 
topics with Congress and that's 
why he named the subcommit­ 
tees.

MOSCOW (AP) - West Ger­ 
man Chancellor Willy Brandt 
flew home to Bonn today after 
signing a nonaggression treaty 
with the Soviet Union and invit- 
uig Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin to visit West Germany. 
A government spokesman in 
Bonn said the chancellor had 
scheduled a meeting with key 
government ministers upon his 
return to report on his talks 
with Kremlin lea<tors. 
A West German spokesman 
said Kosygin has accepted in 
principle an invitation to visit 
Bonn extended by Brandt at 
their final meeting today. But 
no date was set for the visit. 
Brandt told newsmen shortly 
before his departure from Mos­ 
cow that West German views on 
Berlin were expressed “ calmly 
and clearly” in his second meet­ 
ing with Kosygin which lasted 1 
hour and three-quartera. 
The chancellor expressed be­ 
lief the Soviet side fully under­ 
stands that progress toward a 
satisfactory settlement on Ber­ 
lin would provide favorable con­ 
ditions for development of coop­ 
eration between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Brandt said the talks had

Before departing the team is­ 
sued a statement saying, “ While 
in Lawrence we have talked to 
many individuals and groups 
and distributed questionnaires 
so as many as possible will 
have an opportunity to express 
their views.

“ We hope the report and rec­ 
ommendations we submit to the 
commission will be of some help 
to the people of Lawrence and 
the nation in the effort to pre­ 
vent further violence and unrest 
on the campus and in the com­ 
munity."

The study of nuclear power 
plants and their thermal effects 
was conducted by the Argonne 
National Laboatory near Chi­ 
cago and the Battelle Memorial 
Institute in Richland. Wash. 
The report said there is no 
question that pouring heated 
water into public waters will 
modify the aquatic environ­ 
ment. but the problem is to de­ 
termine the degree of changes, 
both short-term and long-term, 
and to see if they significantly 
affect water use. 
“ It is generally better to site 
plants where their effects are 
likely to be minimal and to pro­ 
tect biota by design measures 
rather than modifications re­ 
sulting from afterthought, ” the 
report said. 
“ However, it appears that the 
knowledge and data required to 
permit an effective evaluation 
of plant sites and discharge de­ 
tails with the objective of min­ 
imizing effects on the bioli^ical 
environment are lacking or in­ 
adequate.”

Their action infant is Concern 
Inc., a national nonprofit organ­ 
ization that is giving America's 
women tips on how to use their 
pocketbo^ power to protect the 
quality of their «ivironment 
These are women whose hus­ 
bands are in such high-ranking 
jobs they could shop all day and 
party all night, oblivious of the 
outside world, if they were so 
inclined. They aren't 
Mrs. Paul Ignatius lawyer- 
husband was the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration's secretary of the 
Navy. Mrs. Richard Helms is 
wed to the director of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency Among 
the other Concern board mem­ 
bers are Mrs Russell Train, 
whose husband is President Nix­ 
on’s chief environmentalist, and 
Mrs. Rob«1 Kintner, wife of the 
former president of NBC.

—Buy simply packaged items, 
not those in multiple containers 
or wrapped in several layers of 
brightly colored paper. The Bu­ 
reau of Solid Waste Manage­ 
ment shows 46 per cent of cities’ 
solid waste is paper and card­ 
board and, besides, over-pack­ 
aging costs the consumer twice 
as much. 


The women said they don't

Would you be willing to sep­ 
arate your trash into, say, pa­ 
pers, cans and bottles if ways 
were found to reuse them? Ni­ 
nety-seven per cent said yes, 3 
per cent no. 


In general. Concern asked the 
women, would you sacrifice cer­ 
tain comforts and efficiencies to 
help clean up the environment? 
Only 1 per cent refused, 2 per 
cent were uncertain and 97 per 
cent agreed. 


With most of the time donat­ 
ed, Concern’s budget needs are 
miniscule.

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China Watchers Necessary To Decipher Red Menace 


TOKYO (AP) - Is there a 
drought in Shantung‘s A nuclear 
accident in Sinkiang*s A Rod 
Guard quarrel in Canton's 
Foreign ears and eyes, eaves­ 
dropping on the riddle that is 
Communist China, strain to de­ 
tect them 
The 
eavesdroppers—mainly 
the United States, Japan and 
Nationalist China—are moved 
by more than ordinary cunosi- 
ty. The political, economic, cul­ 
tural and military facts they 
pick up (and some of the fic­ 
tion) are the raw matenals for 
a breed of governmental, jour­ 
nalistic and scholarly analysts 
called “ China watchers ' 
They exist because the China 
of today is nearly as closed and 
secreUve as that of the Manchu 
emperors. Of the three watching 
nations, only Japan has journal­ 
ists in Peking. None has diplo­ 
mats there to observe and re 
port on developments 
Sifting through bits and pieces 
of sometimes seemingly trivial 
information, the China watchers 
make educated guesses—often 
highly 
accurate—about 
the 
thinking and policy objectives of 
Communist Chairman Mao Tse 
tung and the upper levels of the 
Peking hierarchy. Their conclu­ 
sions help form foreign policies, 
determine domestic 
security 
measures and mold public opin­ 
ion in Washington, Tokyo, Taip­ 
ei and other non-Communist 
world capitals 
Getting some of the pieces for 
the puzzle involves the use of so­ 
phisticated electronic devices, 
high-flying robot planes and 
highly developed “ big ears" 
which tune in to provincial and 
national broadcasts.

An “ in-group” much given to 
shop talk, American analysts 
based in Tokyo, Washington and 
Paris keep in frequent personal 
contact with each other and 
with civilian China scholars.

Foreign Policy and 
The 19 70 Elections

U N ITED NATIONS, N.Y. {NKA) 
D om estic issu es, econom ic and social, will dom inate the 
U.S. congressional election cam p aig n this fall. 
Bu t A m ericans will also be asked to assess the foreign 
policy decisions of the Nix on ad m inistration that m ight a f­ 
fect the fu tu re of the U nited S tates and the free w orld. 
E ast-W est tension, u nfortu nately , is a fact of life that 
cannot be w ished aw ay ev en by the “ dov es” in the Senate. 
And if the P re sid e nt’s q u est for p eace fails, dom estic 
p roblem s wou ld be sw am ped by the ensu ing international 
conflicts. 
W hat, then, a re A m e ric a ’s u rgent p riorities and how 
shou ld they be d eterm ined ? 
This is one of the v ital q u estions discu ssed in a new 
book, “ F oreign Policy P riorities: 19 7 0-7 1." F’re p a re d by 
the editors of the F oreign Policy .Association, it p resents 
basic facts on key foreign issu es and a pro-and-con a na ly ­ 
sis of relev ant alternativ es. 
As Sam u el P. H ay es, the F^PA’s p resident, w rites in the 
introdu ction to the book, pu blic opinion is “ a significant 
force in a d em ocracy ” and “ essential to its healthy fu nc­ 
tioning.” 
The better-inform ed the v oter is, the w ider the rang e of 
intelligent a lternativ es am ong w hich p olicy m akers m ay 
choose. 
F or instance, how m any A m ericans a re aw are that P re si­ 
dent N ix on’s bu dget for 19 71 shows a redu ction in foreign 
defense-related spending? Bu t spending on dom estic, eco­ 
nom ic, social and env ironm ental needs has increased, 
how ev er inadeq u ately . 
This does not indicate an isolationist trend, as w orried 
E^u ropeans and A sians fear. Bu t it certainly indicates a 
new assessm ent of p riorities. It does m ean a p rag m atic 
A m erican policy of “ noninv olv em ent” in other nations’ 
dom estic affairs. 
The U nited States will rem ain faithfu l to tre a ty com m it­ 
m ents and m aintain “ su fficient m ilitary pow er to d eter 
potential a g g re ssors,” Nix on said. 
Bu t “ the nations of each p a rt of the w orld shou ld ac- 
su m e the p rim a ry resp onsibility ” for their own w ell-being 
and defense. 
“ F oreign Policy P rioritie s” also deals w ith su ch topics 
as U.S. slakes in the M iddle E a st, V ietnam , NATO, R u ssia 
and L atin A m erica. P e rha p s the m ost interesting c hap ter 
is on the U.S. relations w ith Red China. 
A lthou gh there has been a shift in W ashington’s policy 
on C hina—aw ay from stric t containm ent and isolation— 
the Nix on ad m inistration is still opposed to P eking ’s m em ­ 
bership in the U nited N ations. 
C ritics of this policy insist tha t the P eking regim e, re p ­ 
resenting som e 8 00 m illion m ainland C hinese, shou ld be 
inv ited to join the U.N. and ev en be giv en the se a t in the 
Secu rity Cou ncil that is now held by P re sid e nt C hiang Kai- 
shek’s N ationalists. 
In their v iew , p articip ation in U.N. activ ities cou ld hav e 
a constru ctiv e influ ence on P eking ’s international behav ior 
and possibly on p eace in Sou theast A sia. 
This, of cou rse, wou ld u ltim ately lead to a “ T w o-C hina” 
policy , w hich so fa r is as u naccep table to C hiang as it is 
to M ao Tse-tu ng. 
H ow ev er, those who oppose P e king ’s adm ission into the 
U .N. claim tha t M ao’s brand of fanatic com m u nism and 
rev olu tionary brinkm anship still constitu tes the p rim e 
thre a t to a stable peace in A sia. The U nited S tates, they 
believ e, can best force m oderation on P e king ’s regim e by 
continu ing to freeze it ou t of the w orld com m u nity and by 
tacitly su pporting the R u ssians in their conflict w ith the 
C hinese. 
Bu t the Nix on ad m inistration obv iou sly intends to re ­ 
m ain “ u naligned” in the Sov iet-C hinese conflict w hile 
p ersisting in efforts to engage in constru ctiv e negotiations 
w ith both C om m u nist nations.

WASHINGTON — Arthu r Bu ms, chairm an of 
the Federal Reserv e Board, is known to ex ert a 
v ery strong personal influ ence on President 
Nix on’s economic thinking. 
Therefore, some data on economic growth in 
Asia which the Federal Reserv e Board 
has 
priv ately pu t together and Bu rns’ conclu sions from 
that data are worth recording. For they giv e an 
insight not only into the strength of Nix on’s 
determination against federal price, wage and 
import controls bu t open the door to specu lation on 
possible radical shifts in Nix on’s foreign strategy . 
The Bu rns conclu sion can be stated in three 
sentences. 
The Asia n co untries that had the slowest growth 
rates from 19 58 to 19 6 8 were those that leaned most 
heav ily on centralized economic controls. They 
either rejected the free market or sev erely limited 
it. (These cou ntries were Cey lon, Bu rma. India and 
Indonesia.) 
The co untries o f Asia that relied basically on free 
markets and av oided gov ernment centralization of 
economic 
decisions 
hav e 
been 
winning 
the 
economic contest. (These are Sou th Korea, Japan. 
Nationalist China, Thailand, Hong Kong and 
Malay sia, which increased their real ou tpu t by 6 to 
10 per cent each y ear.) 
Take one comparativ e ex ample: 
Bu rma, say s the Reserv e Board stu dy , has gone 
far 
toward 
economic 
au thoritarianism. 
Its 
gov ernment has ex ercised far-reaching controls 
ov er produ ction, trade and finance with the resu lt 
that both produ ction and distribu tion hav e been 
hampered. The ou tpu t of Bu rma’s main crop, rice, 
has been adv ersely affected by pricing policies that 
hav e denied produ cers adeq u ate incentiv es. Ov er 
the 
past 
decade, 
neighboring 
Thailand 
has 
increased rice ex ports by 28 per cent while Bu rma’s 
ex ports of rice hav e fallen nearly two-thirds. 
If the Federal Reserv e data is representativ e and 
the Bu rns conclu sions accu rate, this wou ld mean 
that ov er the long ru n, centralized economies — 
su ch as the Sov iet Union. Commu nist China and 
other totalitarian regimes — will inev itably be 
u nable, in the long ru n, to compete with those free 
cou ntries of the West which resist the temptation 
to set u p widespread centralized controls ov er their 
economies. 
If the free world can, ov er the long pu ll, far 
ou tdistance the Commu nist world economically , 
what tremendou s implications does this hav e for 
foreign policy ? It raises the q u estion of how far 
economic policy (as in Eu rope u nder the Marshall 
Plan) can su bstitu te for military interv ention to 
sav e 
a 
cou ntry 
from 
Commu nist 
or 
other 
totalitarian take-ov er.

Q — I a m a ma n, 7 4. I hav e been taking 
Hy dropres and digox in for sev eral y ears Cou ld 
they cau se me to break ou t with acne? 
A — Dig o x in is not likely to cau se pimples bu t 
the Hy dropres might. Both dru gs shou ld be taken 
only u nder carefu l medical su perv ision 
Q — Wha t ca n I do 
to get rid of acne scars? 
A — The surg ica l planing or dermabrasion with a 
wire bru sh, recently in v ogu e, is no longer popu lar 
becau se when the planing is not deep enou gh it 
doesn’t remov e the scars and when it is too deep it 
makes them worse. Masking cosmetics now appear 
to be the safest and best treatment. 
Q — I a m 55. Abou t three y ears ago I began to get 
painfu l bu mps on the top of my head. They last a 
few day s, then go away bu t more keep coming. 
What cau ses them and what can be done for them? 
A — This so unds like acne necrotical The cau se 
is not known. An antibiotic, su ch as betamethasone 
(Valisone Cream), a prescription item, is often 
helpfu l 
Q — I ha v e hea rd that some birth control pills 
will cu re acne. Is thi.s tru e? 


A — Yes, prov ided y ou hav e attained y ou r fu ll 
growth, and hav e the approv al of y ou r doctor

“That’s the way it starts, and 
just escalates." 


Acknowledging he's no angel, 
the strapping, curly -haired son 
of a Fort Bragg, N.C. pro told 
the world today that his princi­ 
pal current interest is in repeat­ 
ing as the national pro cham­ 
pion. 


Nobody ’s done it since Denny 
Shute in 1936-37. Shute, gray , 
bland and ex panding at the 
waist line, is in the 135-man 
field challenging Floy d this 
week-end ov er the 6,962-y ard 
par-70 Southern Hills Country 
Club course. 
“ I think I can do it, "Floy d 
said after taking a single prac-

ing lay out. “I don’t feel any 
pressure at all.

Floy d who was a $100,000 club 
member last y ear, said he de­ 
v eloped a mechanical flaw in 
his swing during the Florida 
tour but now has corrected the 
fault through the help of his 
father and fellow pros Bob Ros- 
burg and Phil Rodgers. 
"It’s v ery technical and hard 
to ex plain," he added. “I wasn’t 
getting through properly with 
the lower part of my body , my 
legs and hips. 1 think I’v e hit 
more practice balls than I’v e hit 
in my life. 
“ By the time of the U.S. 
Open, I had my swing back 
again and I thought I was going 
to win the British Open—I felt 
that good.

Chateaux 
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Black Complaints of Prejudice Are Widespread— Management Big Gripe

A former Washington Redskin raised a 
suspicion voiced by many black football 
fans, m claiming that former Redskin 
coach Otto Graham was prejudiced against 
blacks. 
Some became suspicious of Graham, a 
star quarterback for the Cleveland Browns 
in the 1950's, when he berated Jim Brown 
during the height of Brown’s career at 
Cleveland 
and 
benched 
pro-football 
hopefuls Gale Sayers and Charley Taylor - 
as “lazy” - during College All-Star game. 
“ Otto didn’t like for any black man to 
step out of his place,’ ” the ex-Redskin 
charged. “He expected his niggers to be 
rah-rah guys who’d accept the white man’s 
affectionate “pat on the head’ and play like 
a superhuman. That’s why (retired flanker) 
Bobby Mitchell was benched a year after 
he finished as one of the league’s top 
receivers. He refused to switch to running 
back at the age of 34.” 
Nate Bowman, of the NBA champion 
New York Knickerbockers, accused NBA 
coaches of offering white players more 
opportunity 
to 
play, 
following 
their 
recovery 
from 
injuries, 
than 
blacks 


received in the same situations. “They did 
it to me when I was with the Chicago 
Bulls. ” he said. “ And I saw the same thing 
happen to Cazzie Russell here with the 
Knicks. ” 
All-star first baseman Richie Allen, a 
“ villain ” with the Philadelphia Phillies 
but a “ hero ” with the St. Louis Cardinals 
recently criticized the Oakland Athletics’ 
treatment of slumping slugger Reggie 
Jackson. ““Management can be brutal 
because it really doesn’t understand what 
makes a black player tick. ” he was quoted 
as saying by sports columnist Marty 
Rabolvsky. “ Everything s fine when the 
black player is doing good, hitting home 
runs and winning games and all that. But 
let something happen, let a problem come 
up. and the black player is going to be up 
against it. ” 


Connie Hawkins, barred from the NBA 
in connection with a college basketball fixini 
scandal in 1961, told RRIC he doubted the 
penalty would have been so severe had he 
been white. Hawkins, now a star forward- 
center with the Phoenix Suns, was hired 
last year after his attorney helped negotiate 
a contract. 


When the AFL New York Jets upset 
favored N FL champion Baltimore in the 
1969 Super Bowl, before the merger of the 
two leagues was completed, defensive back 
Johnny Sample was among the most 
jubilant 
Jets. 
Previously 
with 
the 
Baltimore Colts and two other NFL clubs. 
Sample said he’d sought revenge against 
the league that “ blackballed” him as a 
““trouble-maker.” 


According to a recent news item, 
American Basketball Assn. (ABA) star 
Spencer Haywood claimed that many 
referees’ decisions favored white (layers (a 
stand that apparently was modified later), 
though the Denver player’s allegation was 
refuted by some other blacks in the league. 
An NBA player, however, contends, “ A 
white player can pull, grab, shove or jump 
all over a black player, and some referees 
pretend they don’t see it. But let it happen 
the other way around, or let a black cat get 
too fancy on the court, and you’ll hear 
whistles blowing all over the place.” The 
athlete asked not to be identified, lest 
“ guilty ” officials try to ‘‘settle the score” 
during games. 


Management Big Gripe 
But management opportunity remains 
the black athlete’s chief gripe. Three head 
coaches have been appointed in the 
National 
and 
American 
Basketball 
Associations during the last three years 
and at least two of pro basketball’s chief 
scouts are black. But pro cagers contacted 
by RRIC said almost to the man that this 
was tokensim. even when they conceded 
that perhaps the black player’s cliances for 
advancement 
are 
slightly 
better 
in 
basketball. 


Blacks say pro basketball’s improved 
opportunity is attribuatble not so much to 
fair-mindedness (though this may be a 
factor, they say) as to the preponderance of 
black athletes in roundball — some teams 
are overwhelmingly black and all-star 
teams tend to be almost all-black. Bob 
Houbregs, white, general manager of the 
NBA Seattle Supersonics, which hired 
Lenny Wilkens as coach, agrees. “ We can’t 
congratulate ourselves for fair-mindedness, 
I don’t think. Our game is just about 
dominated by the black player, and when 
you’re dealing with small rosters, your job 
is easier.” Houbregs, added, however, that 


it does seem more progress would have 
been made in baseball and football. 
Meanwhile, 
blacks 
as.sociated 
with 
football and baseball contend that the ABA 
and NBA have exploded many fears about 
black leadership. The possibility that white 
players, particularly from the South, would 
rebel against a black-coached team was 
discussed. Seattle pilot Wilkens admits this 
was one of his inner fears when he first 
accepted the head coaching spot. 
“But 
then. I decided that all the players must 
understand that I’m the boss, just as they 
would a white coach. ” 


Roosevelt Brown, one of two black 
coaching 
aides 
with 
the 
New 
York 
(football) 
Giants, 
said 
none 
of 
his 
subordinates has appeared to object to his 
leadership. His argument reflects the 
opinion of many sports figures, black and 
white: ““In pro ball, you’re not playing for 
“Dear Old Alma Mater.” You’re playing for 
money. And athletes can be pretty color­ 
blind when it comes to that money ” 
That black fans might rebel against the 
firing of a black coach or manager was 
attacked by blacks as an excuse. Jackie 
Robinson argues. “ The coach of the 


Denver Rockets (John McLendon) was 
fired, and nothing happen^ And why 
idiould if’ The fans and players realize Aat 
if you cannot do the job. you shouldn’t be 
there in the first place” 


The question of a black candidate’s 
qualification.s is the one attacked most 
vehemently by dissident blacks. Accprdinp 
to New 
York 
Yankee coach El.ston 
Howard. “ I don’t think white ball players 
realized they were qualified until they got 
the chance. ” A football player reasons. 
“ The way some white cats coach, they 
aren’t qualified, either You don’t just “get 
qualified”; 
it 
takes 
trial 
and 
error 
Management’s just finding an excuse to 
hide behind ” 


A number of black and white baseball 
figures — among them, Reggie Jackson, 
Vada Pinson. Ernie Banks, A1 Kaline, 
Hank Aaron. Stan Musial. Grant Jackson, 
Roy Campanella. Joe DiMaggio — say that 
many blacks in baseball already are 
qualified. And most suggest that their 
promotions are inevitable, in the near 
future. 
Gibson Sets Mark 
In Cardinars Win

W//'*nNGTON (AP)~A new 
foreign trade bill to curtail im- 
E 
orts but giving the Preriuent 
road power to ease the restric* 
tioi. has been put togethc. by 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The bill was hammered to­ 
gether during weeks of contro­ 
versy over such things as quo­ 
tas on textile and shoe imports. 
Officials were chary of pre­ 
dicting the impact of the meas­ 


ure on consumer prices in this 
country and on the United 
States' relations with its trading 
partners. For some 35 years the 
national policy has been to 
press for freer exchange of 
goods. 
There was agreement that 
any restriction of supply tends 
to raise the price of an article. 
Adding to the uncertainty is 
the possibility the Senate may 
try to make the bill even more 


restrictive. Its final shape will 
not be known until after the two 
branches of Congress name con­ 
ferees to work out the ultimate 
language. 
The measure gives Nixon 
some of the things he asked for 
and others—such as shoe quotas 
—which he opposed. Ways and 
Means Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., said he does not 
expect a veto if the bill is enact­ 
ed in its present form. 


Major provisions call for;

Great Protein Search Is Underway 


Prepares Artificial Heart 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Scien- 
tists are rummaging through 
trash cans, sifting the seas and 
harvesting fungi and germs in 
the quest for cheap, plentiful 
sources of protein, the body’s 
most important tissue builder. 
Their search, reported at the 
Third International Congress on 
Food Science and Technology 
now underway here, is fueled by 
the realization that in the stand­ 
ing-room-only world of the fu­ 
ture—and in already crowded 
countries—space is at a pre­ 
mium for the animals which 
provide men with protein. 


Protein deficiency is a vital 
factor in the 10,000 deaths the 
United Nations estimates occur 
daily from hunger or malnutri­ 
tion. 
In the United States, accord­ 
ing to an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment survey, most people get 
more 
than 
enough 
protein. 
North Americans on the aver­ 
age eat 66 grams of animal pro­ 
tein a person per day, supple- 


mented by milk, eggs and ce­ 
reals. 
But the individual consump­ 
tion of animal protein in the 
Near East averages 14 grams, 
in Africa 11 grams and in Asia 8 
grams. 
It is in the animal-poor coun­ 
tries where scientists are press­ 
ing hardest to extract the pro­ 
teins directly from grasses, 
grains and other substances. 


South Africans, Colombians 
and Guatemalans are already 
drinking 
beverages 
endowed 
with the exotic-sounding names 
of “ Pro-Nutro” and ‘Tncapari- 
na” and fortified by protein ex­ 
tracted from soybeans. Indians 
enrich biscuits and candies with 
peanut flour. And even in the 
United States, firms are test- 
marketing protein - enriched 
flour and noodles. 
The products being tapped for 
protein depend on what's avail­ 
able; com tassels at Kansas 
State University, sugar cane 
waste in Colombia, coconuts in 


The Philippines, weeds in Por­ 
tugal, "junk fish ” in Seattle, 
fungi and bacteria in England, 
seaweed, algae and microbes in 
Japan. 
C.R. Gatellier of the French 
Petroleum Institute reported on 
plans in France, Japan and 
Russia to produce protein from 
a yeast culture grown in a pe­ 
troleum medium. He estimated 
the protein will be ready for 
feeding to animals in this dec­ 
ade and to humans by the next.

within 12 to 18 miles of the Suez 
Canal shortly after the cease­ 
fire took effect last Friday mid­ 
night.

first night it went into effect. 
Cairo has denied the report. 
Dayan said Israel had turned 
to Washington and demanded 
the missiles be withdrawn their 
previous position. This demand, 
he said, is now in the discussion 
stage between Jerusalem and 
Washington. 
The Israelis were reported re­ 
luctant to agree to the U.S.- 
sponsored cease-fire because of 
fears that the Egyptians and 
Russians would use the 90-day 
lull to redeploy the antiaircraft 
weapons closer to the canal. 
If this was done, the Israelis 
said, the deterrent strike capa­ 
bility of their air force would be 
dangerously curtailed. 


For months prior to the truce, 
the Israelis used their jets to 
pound Egyptian troop concen­ 
trations, fortifications and gun 
batteries.

leader killed two years ago in a 
street clash with police. 
The students burned an Ar­ 
gentine Embassy car, but di.sap- 
peared by the time police ar­ 
rived. No arrests or injuries 
were reported. 
Firebombs, believed to have 
been tossed by Tupamaros, 
caused heavy damage but no in­ 
juries at two bank branches in 
the suburb of Pocitos. 


The demonstration and bomb­ 
ings oicurred as more than 
12,0(X) heavily armed police and 
army troops carried out a 
house-by-house search for the 
kidnap victims.

WASHING'TON (A P) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon broke even on two 
big veto battles in the House 
Thursday, winning on an $18 bil­ 
lion bill and losing on a $4.4 bil­ 
lion measure. 
The House re-passed and sent 
to the Senate the $4.4 billion ap- 
^opriation bill for the Office of 
Education for the present fiscal 
year. It w ill become law over 
the President’s objections if the 
Senate follows the House lead 
and gives it a two-thirds vote of 
approval. 
The $18 billion bill financing 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Affairs, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and a score of 
smaller agencies was killed by 
the House vote sustaining the 
President’s veto. It does not go 
to the Senate. 
A new measure to replace it 
w ill be started through Congress 
after Labor Day. 
The agencies financed in the 
larger bill are receiving operat­ 
ing funds now through an emer­ 
gency bill which expires on Oct. 
15 
The vote to re-pass the educa­ 
tion bill was 289 to 114. That was 
20 more than the required two- 
thirds to override. 
The bigger Independent Of­ 
fices bill got a majority. 203 to 
195, but fell 63 votes short of the 
needed two-thirds 
A major factor in defeat of 
the $18 billion measure was re­ 
fusal of many RepubUcans to 
vote for it after having support­ 
ed re-passage of the education 
measure. 
Votes for the $4 4 billion 
measure came from 212 Demo­ 
crats and 77 Republicans. The 
opponents included 13 Demo- 
craU and 101 Republioins.

Whether Hu bert Hu mphrey is ru nning 
for the Senate from Minnesota or for 
President, he had something to say before 
the American Bar Association meeting in 
St. Lou is that prompts repeating for those 
who are only headline readers or casu ally 
read the inside pages. 


His comments had to do with the hard 
hats and liberals, their attitu de toward 
law and order and when y ou analy ze both 
grou ps they hav e mu ch in common when 
they mark their ballots in the election 
booth. 


The hard hats and organized labor 
generally hav e for 40 y ears been the point 
of the spear for ev ery liberal and 
progressiv e mov ement, the former Vice- 
President declared. While the hats and 
liberals may not talk alike they do v ote 
alike. 
The problem, he said, is law and order. 
“Law and order may indeed sometimes 
and in some places be a code phrase for 
racism bu t it is also a code phrase for 
domestic tranqu ility and the protection 
of life, liberty and property . Americans 
are deeply u pset abou t crime, abou t 
riots, abou t v iolent disru ption, abou t 
dru gs—all facets of law and order... 


Bu t both hard hats and liberals are 
for law and order. 
Hu mphrey was critical of some liberals’ 
response to shooting, looting, bu rning and 
bombing, when they say they don’t agree 
with it, bu t militants are well-meaning. 
“Liberals mu st stop u sing the words ‘well 
meaning’ abou t those who see v iolence 
and law-breaking as a way to influ ence 
pu blic policy ...Liberals mu st let the hard 
hats know that they u nderstand what is 
bu gging them 
and 
that 
they , 
too, 
condemn criminality and riots and v io­ 
lence and ex treme social tu rbu lence. 
They mu st scorn ex tremists of the left as 
well as ex tremists of the right.’’ 
Hu mphrey ’s pu blic pronou ncement is 
like fresh air displacing the atmospheric 
pollu tion too often created by the 
div ergent fu lminations of ex tremists of 
the right and of the left concerning law 
and order.

fellow soldiers. 
Along the seclu ded walks 
of the famed rose garden, on 
the broad lawns and inside 
the bu ildings themselv es,

the bu stlii^ trade goes on 
ev en as a hospital spokes­ 
man denies v igorou sly that 
a dru g problem ex ists. 
A reporter for this colu mn 
Sharon Basco, made tw t 
v isits to the hospital in the 
nation's capital and learned 
from patients themselv es 
that heroin, mariju ana, LSD, 
mescaline, “speed, " and Demerol are all av ail­ 
able for a price. 
The pu shers, most of them combat v eterans, bu y 
the dru gs downtown and smu ggle them onto the 
spaciou s hospital grou nds where they sell them 
before retu rning to their ward. 
One of them, a decorated Vietnam combat

After we agreed to withhold his name, 
the clean-cu t GI. barely in his 20s, spcriie qu ietly as 
ping-pong balls clicked nearby on a recreation 
room table. 
All his clients had bou ght mariju ana or “speed,” 
he confided.

Foreign Policy and 
The 1970 Elections 


By LEON DENNEN 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (NEA) 
Dom estic issu es, economic and social, will dom inate the 
U.S. congressional election cam paign this fall. 
Bu t A m ericans will also be asked to assess the foreign 
policy decisions of the Nix on adm inistration that m ight af­ 
fect the fu tu re of the United States and the free world. 
East-W est tension, u nfortu nately , is a fact of life that 
cannot be wished aw ay ev en by the “ dov es” in the Senate. 
And if the P resident’s qu est for peace fails, dom estic 
problem s wou ld be sw am ped by the ensu ing international 
conflicts. 
W hat. then, are A m erica’s u rgent priorities and how 
shou ld they be determ ined? 
This is one of the v ital qu estions discu ssed in a new 
book. “ Foreign Policy Priorities: 19 7 0-7 1.” P repared by 
the editors of the F’oreign Policy Association, it presents 
basic facts on key foreign issu es and a pro-and-con analy ­ 
sis of relev ant alternativ es. 
As Sam u el P. Hay es, the F PA ’s president, w rites in the 
introdu ction to the book, pu blic opinion is “ a significant 
force in a dem ocracy ” and “ essential to its healthy fu nc­ 
tioning.” 
The better-inform ed the v oter is, the wider the range of 
intelligent alternativ es am ong which policy m akers m ay 
choose. 
For instance, how m any A m ericans are aw are that P resi­ 
dent Nix on’s bu dget for 19 71 shows a redu ction in foreign 
defense-related spending? Bu t spending on dom estic, eco­ 
nomic, social and env ironm ental needs has increased, 
howev er inadequ ately . 
This does not indicate an isolationist trend, as w orried 
Eu ropeans and Asians fear. Bu t it certainly indicates a 
new assessm ent of priorities. It does m ean a pragm atic 
Am erican policy of “ noninv olv em ent” in other nations’ 
dom estic affairs. 
The United States will rem ain faithfu l to treaty com m it­ 
m ents and m aintain “ su fficient m ilitary power to deter 
potential aggressors,” Nix on said. 
Bu t “ the nations of each part of the world shou ld ac- 
su m e the prim ary responsibility ” for their own well-being 
and defense. 
“ Foreign Policy P riorities” also deals with su ch topics 
as U.S. stakes in the Middle E ast, Vietnam , NATO. Ru ssia 
and Latin A m erica. P erhaps the m ost interesting chapter 
is on the U.S. relations with Red China. 
Althou gh there has been a shift in W ashington’s policy 
on China—aw ay from strict containm ent and isolation— 
the Nix on adm inistration is still opposed to Peking’s m em ­ 
bership in the United Nations. 
Critics of this policy insist that the Peking regim e, rep­ 
resenting som e 8 00 million m ainland Chinese, shou ld be 
inv ited to join the U.N. and ev en be giv en the seat in the 
Secu rity Cou ncil that is now held by President Chiang Kai- 
shek’s N ationalists. 
In their v iew, participation in U.N. activ ities cou ld hav e 
a constru ctiv e influ ence on Peking’s international behav ior 
and possibly on peace in Sou theast Asia. 
This, of cou rse, wou ld u ltim ately lead to a “ Two-China” 
policy , which so far is as u nacceptable to Chiang as it is 
to Mao Tse-tu ng. 
Howev er, those who oppose Peking’s adm ission into the 
U.N. claim that M ao’s brand of fanatic com m u nism and 
rev olu tionary brinkm anship still constitu tes the prim e 
threat to a stable peace in Asia. The United States, they 
believ e, can best force m oderation on Peking’s regim e by 
continu ing to freeze it ou t of the world com m u nity and by 
tacitly su pporting the Ru ssians in their conflict with the 
Chinese. 
Bu t the Nix on adm inistration obv iou sly intends to re ­ 
m ain “ u naligned” in the Sov iet-Chinese conflict while 
persisting in efforts to engage in constru ctiv e negotiations 
with both Com mu nist nations.

Economics Effect 
On Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON — Arthur Bums, chairman of 
the Federal Reserv e Board, is known to ex ert a 
v ery strong personal influence on President 
Nix on’s economic thinking. 
Therefore, some data on economic growth in 
Asia which the Federal Reserv e Board has 
priv ately put together and Burns’ conclusions from 
that data are worth recording. For they giv e an 
insight not only into the strength of Nix on’s 
determination against federal price, wage and 
import controls but open the door to speculation on 
possible radical shifts in Nix on’s foreign stra t^ . 
The Burns conclusion can be stated in three 
sentences. 
The Asian conntries that had the slowest growth 
rates from 1958 to 1968 were those that leaned most 
heav ily on centralized economic controls. They 
either rejected the free market or sev erely limited 
it. (These countries were Cey lon, Burma, India and 
Indonesia.) 
The conntries of Asia that relied basically on free 
markets and av oided gov ernment centralization of 
economic decisions hav e been winning the 
economic contest. (These are South Korea, J apan. 
Nationalist China, Thailand, Hong Kong and 
Malay sia, which increased their real output by 6 to 
10 per cent each y ear.) 
Take one comparativ e ex ample: 
Burma, say s the Reserv e B<>ard study , has gone 
far 
toward 
economic 
authoritarianism. 
Its 
gov ernment has ex ercised far-reaching controls 
ov er production, trade and finance with the result 
that both production and distribution hav e been 
hampered. The output of Burma’s main crop, rice, 
has been adv ersely affected by pricing policies that 
hav e denied producers adequate incentiv es. Ov er 
the past decade, 
neighboring Thailand 
has 
increased rice ex ports by 28 per cent while Burma’s 
ex ports of rice hav e fallen nearly two-thirds. 
If the Federal Reserv e data is representativ e and 
the Burns conclusions accurate, this would mean 
that ov er the long run, centralized economies — 
such as the Sov iet Union, Communist China and 
other totalitarian regimes — will inev itably be 
unable, in the long run, to compete with those free 
countries of the West which resist the temptation 
to set up widespread centralized controls ov er their 
economies. 
If the free world can, ov er the long pull, far 
outdistance the Conununist world economically , 
what tremendous implications does this hav e for 
foreign policy ? It raises the question of how far 
economic policy (as in Europe under the Marshall 
Plan) can substitute fw military interv ention to 
sav e a country from Communist or other 
totalitarian take-ov er.

Q — I hav e had acae for three y ears. 1 hav e 
watched my diet, washed with a germicidal soap 
and used many medicines but nothing seems to 
help. What do y ou adv ise? 
A — Because cortain changes in the hormones 
entering the blood during adolescence is the cause 
of acne, mai^ teen-agers continue to hav e this skin 
eruption until they are in their early 20s. Diet does 
not appear to be an underly ing cause. Most 
dermatologists

of- the 
antibiotic, tetracy cline. Dox y cy cline (Vibramy cin) 
by mouth has also controlled the disease in 33 per 
cent of those who hav e tried it. Both are 
prescription drugs. 
Elx posure to sunlight, application of carbon 
diox ide snow and the use of 0.1 per cent v itamin A 
in a greaseless salv e are other helpful measures. 
Q — My gfarl friend wears bangs ov er her 
forehead. Could this cause her pimples? 
A — It would not cause them but, if her hair is 
v ery oily , it might aggrav ate the condition under 
the bangs. 
Q — I am a mau, 7 4 . I hav e been taking 
Hy dropres and digox in fix ' sev eral y ears. Could 
they cause me to break out with acne? 
A — Digox in is not likely to cause pimples but 
the Hy dropres might. Both drugs should be Uken 
only under careful medical superv ision. 
Q — Whut can I do to get rid of acne scars? 
A — Tlw surgical planing or dermabrasion with a 
wire brush, recently in v ogue, is no long« * popular 
because when the planing is not deep enough it 
doesn’t remov e the scars and when it is too deep it 
makes them worse. Masking cosmetics now appear 
to be the safest and best treatment. 
Q — 1 am SS. About three y ears ago 1 began to get 
painful bumps on the top of my head. They last a 
few day s, then go away but more keep coming. 
What causes them and what can be done for them? 
A — TMs souuds like acne necrotical. The cause 
is not known. An antibiotic, such as betamethasone 
(Valisone Cream), a prescription item, is often 
helpful. 
Q — I hav e heard that some birth control pills 
will cure acne. Is this true? 
A — Yes, prov ided y ou hav e attained y our fuil 
growth, and hav e the approv al of y our doctor. 


Bash 'em with 'Bean Bag' 


It’s a commentary on our times — and y ou can 
read it as either encouraging or discouraging — 
that a lot of inv entiv e energy is going into the 
dev elopment 
of 
nonlethal 
weapons 
against 
lawbreakers. 
One of the latest dev ices is a gun that fires four- 
inch-wide “ bean bags.” The bags contain steel shot 
and weigh about half a pound and, fired at about 
120 miles an hour, deliv er a blow hard enough to 
stun or incapacitate a person. 
But because the impact is distributed ov er an 
area the size of the flex ible bag, it is not hard 
enough — theoretically , so far - to kill or inflict 
serious wound, ex cept in a freak case. 
A California rocket maker, MB Associates, 
started working on the idea months ago in an 
attempt to find an alternativ e to situations wb^e 
campus and other riots prodiKe ov erreaction by 
law enforcement personnel and result in needless 
deaths and injuries. 
Another potential use is in household defense 
against intruders. The stun gun could be v ery 
effectiv e in the av erage home, say s an engineer on 
the project, “y et elirmnate possible accidenU that 
happen when used against someone y ou did not 
mean to shoot ” 
If we must arm ourselv es, by all means let's 
look into the possibUity of doii« it with “|>ean 
bags.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Twen­ 
ty House and Senate Democrats 
introduced b ills Thursday to 
provide for federal enrollment 
^ voters every four years and 
to make presidential election 
day a national holiday. 
The measures, introduced in 
b oth chamb ers, are designed to 
swell the voter turnmit b eyond 
the 61 per cent in 1968. Both 
were recommendations of a 
Democratic reform commission. 
Making presidential election 
day a national holiday, sponsors 
said, “would solemnize a most 
important 
occasion, 
serving 
b <^h a practical and symb olic 
function ’’ 
The enrollment b ill provides 
that the Census Bureau would 
conduct a dow-to-door drive ev­ 
ery four years to enroll all eligi­ 
b le voters not otherwise regis­ 
tered to vote. It is strictly volun­ 
tary, said Rep. Morris Udall of 
Arizona, a sponsor. 
One of the main reasons for 
the low voter turnouts of past 
years Ls the many restrictive re­ 
quirements in the states, the 
sponsors said. 


Elstimated first-year cost of 
the enrollment b ill is $ 50 mil­ 
lion. It would set up a national 
enrdlment 
commission 
and 
staffs in each state to handle the 
work. 
The 
Census 
director 
would serve as national enroll­ 
ment director. 


Enrollment would not b e per­ 
manent. The door-to-door drive 
would take place only in presi­ 
dential election years b ut would 
apply to all federal elections. 
Special elections and off-year 
federal elections would not b e 
covered.

Metro Squad 
Investigates 
Shooting 


Asks For 
Commission 
Hearings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
Bill Burlison, D-Mo., asked the 
Federal Highway Commission 
Thursday to hold pub lic hear­ 
ings to investigate “toll rates 
and irregularities in the man­ 
agement” of the Chester, 111., 
Bridge. 
The b ridge spans the Missis­ 
sippi River b etween Chester 
and a point in Perry County, 
Mo., ab out 14 miles north of 
Perry ville. 
Burlison cited “pub lic allega­ 
tions of discrimination against 
Missouri residents, free passes 
for influential persons and di­ 
version of toll revenue for non­ 
b ridge purposes.” 
In June, State Rep. Vernon 
Bruckerhoff, R-St. Marys, and 
the Missouri Highway Commis­ 
sion filed a statement with the 
Federal 
Highway 
Adminis­ 
tration charging Chester city of­ 
ficials had refused to release 
financial information on the 
b ridge. 
A spi^esman for the agency 
said the complaint, which also 
requested disclosure of the net 
amount of b ridge revenues in 
the past 60 months, was for­ 
warded to Chester officials. 
They were instructed to answer 
the charges b y Aug. 24, the fed­ 
eral spokesman said. 
Burlison said refusal of Chest- 
officials to allow Missouri 
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er 
authorities to inspect financial 
records violates a provision of 
the 1966 Rivers and Harb ors 
Act requiring accurate records 
to b e kept of all toll b ridges 
and their expenditures. 
The b ridge was b uilt in 1942 
ab out 100 miles downstream 
from St. Louis at a cost of $ 1.38 
million. 
Bruckerhoff said he thought 
the b ridge had gained sufficient 
revenue to clear it of all deb ts. 
However, in 1967 Dietrich 
Helmers, mayor of Chester and 
manager of the Chester Bridge 
Commission, said b onds for the 
structure would not b e retired 
until 1989. 
He said annual revenue was 
ab out $ 200,000. 
The Missouri Highway De­ 
partment disputed tlK figure. A 
spokesman recently said studies 
made in fiscal 1966 showed 1,- 
950 vehicles crossed the b ridge 
daily and should have produced 
$ 498,245 revenue for the year. 
Bruckerhoff’s 
com pla in t 
charges certain people with 
special stickers on their win­ 
dows are allowed to cross with­ 
out paying the toll — 60 cents 
for cars, 75 cents for trucks. He 
said the stickers are issued to 
persons with “positions of in­ 
fluence” in Chester and the 
state of Missouri. 
Burlison said diversion of toll 
revenues was prohib ited b y fed­ 
eral statute after Jan. 1, 1969.

He 
was upheld on a J a n u ^ veto of 
an education appropriation b ut 
was overruled in June when he 
rejected a pub lic health hospit­ 
al measure. 
In his latest two vetoes last 
Tu^day , tlK President said the 
aggregate iiK!rease of almost a 
b illion dollars in the b ills was 
inflationary and could drive up 
prices or make a tax hike neces­ 
sary. 
Democratic leaders disputed 
this, saying the responsib ility 
for inflation must b e shared b y 
the President and claiming he 
was not putting proper empha­ 
sis on education and human 
needs. 
Nixon vetoed the education 
b ill b ecause Congress put $ 453 
million more into it than he re 
quested. Much of the extra mon­ 
ey was for elementary and sec­ 
ondary education programs and 
for aid to schoob crowded b y 
children of federal workers. The 
school aid goes to an estimated 
350 congressional districts.
